Getting Things in Readiness for Their 
Execution. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—In the criminal 
court yesterday State Attorney Grinnell 
took action which seems to indicate that 
he is certpin that the condemned an- 
archists will certHinly be executed on 
November 11. Judge Baker was about 
sentenciog a thi(f to thirty days' im 
prisonment when the attorney requested 
that the senteiice be shortened so that it 
would expire before the day of the ex- 
ecutions, stating that it was desirable to 
have as few prisoners in the jail at that 
time as possible. 


Judge Baker then made the sentence 
tor lifteen daje. 
It is understood that 
as many prisouers as possible will be re- 
moved from the j nl before the date of 
the execution. 
The antboritieB do not 
seem to be satisfied that the precas^ions 
already taken will protect the jail from 
assault on that day.

H<^ was brcught 
before 
United 
States Commissioner 
Spain for exumiiiation. The witnesses, 
Dougherty and Flynn testitied that Mc- 
Cnllough threw led hot coals on Gra- 
ham, while he was lying down com- 
plaining of being sick and overcome by 
intense heat of the tire in the room. 
Dougherty also swore that he saw the 
chief engineer strike Graham with an 
iron bar. 
He said Graham was naked 
to thewait't and he (witnesH) could smell 
the man's tiesh burning from the coals 
heaped on his back })y McCullo^.

istsii Presented to the Uuited 
Slates Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—This morn- 
ing, long before the hour set for hear- 
ing ihe application for ihe writ of error 
in the Chicago anarchist cases, the con- 
ference room of the United Stites su- 
preme court in the basement of the oapi- 
toi, was nncomfortrtbly rrowdpd. J. R. 
TucVi^r, General Prior, Gen. B. F. But- 
ler, Ciiptain Bliick and all of the other 
counsel for the c^ndemncd prísonprs are 
present and in whimpered consultina. 
At twenty minutes to 11, Mr. Jastioe 
Harlan entered the conference room. 
Without waiting for a formal motion or 
application from the pri&onf^rs' counsel, 
Harlan said with slow, deliberate an- 
nunciation: 


"This is an application for a writ of 
error to bring up, for review by the 
supreme court of the United Suites, a 
jndEiment of the supreme conrt of the 
state of Illinois, involving the liH^r^y of 
one of the patitioners and the lives of 
the others. The time fixed for ^he exe- 
cuting of the sentence of death is. I am 
ÍT-formed, the llth day of November. 
Under the circumstar.ces my duty is to 
facilitate an early decision of any ques- 
tion in the cse. of which the supreme 
court of the United states may properly 
take cocrnizance." 


"If I should allow the writ of error, it 
is quite certftin the counsel would h^ve 
to repeat before that court the arp-u- 
ment which they propose now to make 
before me. 
On the other hand, if I 
should refuse the writ, the d-fendants 
would be at liberty to r e n e w the appli- 
cation before any other justice of the 
supreme court, and, as huoian life and 
liberty are involved, that justice mieht 
feel obliged, notwithstanding the previ- 
ous refusal of the writ to look into the 
case and determine for himself whether 
the writ of error should be allowed. 
If 
he also refused the defendants could ap- 
ply to still another." 


The application for writs of error in 
the anarchist ca^es was made this after^ 
noon and the court gave the counsel un- 
til to-morrow to lay copies of the grotmd 
of petition before the court.

Kow, say that breakfast time is 7 
o'clock, it takes a full hour afterward 
before it is safe to interfere with the 
nervous energy essential to digestion. 
By 10 o'clock a healthy person ought to 
be in good condition for work. At 
about 11 o'clock the air out of doors 
reaches the highest point of purity, or, 
in other words, the oxygen in tha 
ainio.sphere is approaching the msxi- 
miim. 
It continues in this state until 1 
o'clock p. m. 
The electricity follow ing 
the sun is then 
its height. 


So we have at midday the inner and 
outer conditions for the greatest brain 
and bodily power. 
To interrupt work 
at sufh a time is a mistake which the 
Anglo-Saxon race does not realize, be- 
cause it has inherited the custom of 
sto})ping to take provisions between 12 
and 2 o'clock in the day. 


All kinds of mental and physical 
work proceed bv better sustained atten- 
ticm. 
The difieren 'e between an Jsaao 
N(>wton and an ordinary mortal is shown 
in the ease with which the occupation 
of the day is thrown aside in order to 
do what is described as "fortifving the 
inner man." 
Newton could concentrate 
his mind upon a subject so as to be ob- 
livi(jus of nil else, including eating and 
sleeping, for twenty-four hours. I think 
there is an apjiropriateness in conipai-- 
ing the too frequently loaded human 
stomach to an engine whicn is all lired 
and working splendidly Avlien the fire 
is buried under new coals and the steam 
cooled down liy a deluge of water. I 
am convinced that there ought to bo an 
interval of at least seven hours between 
the two meals of the day. If there 
must be a brief rest from labor at noon 
it will be found healthier to do any- 
thing else than eat and drink. 


Nature is quicker to forgive the mis- 
take of sleej ing, bathing, or walking 
too much than the iault of oppressing 
the whole man with an unnecessary load 
of food. 
The theory that the stomach 
demands something to sustain it after a 
few hours from the last time it took 
food is as v. iid as that a horse should 
be put to work in a very little while 
after it has liatl hard service. 


The stomach is not dependent 
upon 
work for its health, except as, of course, 
it and the whole bod> must have the 
blood made from its digested food; bub 
this blood does n(>t need 
repienishing 
so often as is sujiposed, considering 
that it remains in the system and con- 
tinues an endless circuit. 


Disease is occasioned by the over- 
fatigue of the dige.stive sy.'^tem, just as 
overw ork kills the horse. 
^lany ]>er- 
Bons of mature judgment obtain relief 
from bodily troubles by fasfc.s of three 
days. I have often tried this experi- 
ment, and have always found that the 
stomach gains in tone. 
I have even 
done the seven-day fast, studying and 
working the whole time, and believe it 
did me good. 


Fasting for long periods has to be 
done intelligently or it may do more 
harm than good. I can fully appreciate 
the danger of advising any jiarticular 
course of action outside the line beyond 
which everyday peo})Ie should go; but 
there is good ground for advising them 
to become accus.omed to two meals. 


When Christ sat at the well in 
Samaria Avaiting for His cold victuals it 
was t) o'clock p. m., Roman reckoning. 
He is never mentioned as having eaten 
at noon. 
The eating habits of His 
disciples were the same. 
The only ex- 
ception to the general record was St. 
Peter, who is said to have eaten a no( n 
meal on ihe roof at Joppa; but, ju ig- 
ing from what appears elsewhere con- 
cerning him, I believe he was then only 
breaking hi-; fast f )r the day. 


The Chinese habit of eating only 
twice a day is conliui^d to th< se who do 
not work in the iields.
